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The French Crisis 


By WILLIAM O. DOBLKR 


News Turnover 
Momentarv 


The French National Assembly has chosen 
Gen. Charles De Gaulle to lead its country 
out of the state of chaos in which it now 
finds itself. But despite the speculation that 
De Gaulle is the one man who might save 
France, that nation’s crisis is far from 
over. 
The next few weeks, perhaps even the 
next few days, will tell the story in France. 
Events there arc tak­ 
ing shape at such a rap­ 
id pace that news ac­ 
counts 
change 
from 
hour to hour. At one 
minute, the situation appears to be im­ 
proved but the next minute finds new trou­ 
ble brewing. Already De Gaulle has re­ 
ceived less-than-overwhelming support for 
his constitutional reform bill. The meas­ 
ure, aimed at taking from the A.ssembly its 
power to topple governments, pas.sed by a 
350 to 163 vote margin. 
What De Gaulle is seeking is a virtual iron 
hand rule for a definite period of time, lie 
is staking his claim as the savior of France 
on a six months reign. For this period, he 
wants to be fortified with all the authority 
it requires to permit him complete freedom 
of action. 
To an extent, De Gaulle is seeking the 
dictatorship for which so many fears were 
expressed By Frenchmen before the World 
War II hero was accepted by the National 
Assembly. The big difference in his dic­ 
tatorship from that of other such rulers, 
however, is the time limit he has placed 
upon it. 
★ 
That De Gaulle is confident of himself, 
there is no doubt. His difficulties, however, 
will more than likely stem from the fact 
that not all his countrymen share that con­ 
fidence with him. His term of office began 
with his acceptance of a smaller vole m the 
Assembly than he had demanded for his 
lelection as premier. 
The strong French rommunist party, the 


Possible Loss Of 
North Africa 


Economic Breakdown 


U.S. industrial and busines.s leaders, an­ 
swering a questionnaire from the Senate 
Finance Committee, generally agreed that 
the chief cause of the current ri'cession is 
a breakdown of a major economic principle 
—the law of supply and demand. Like the 
chicken and the egg, it is hard to say which 
came first, too much supply or too little 
demand. 
But the fact remains that the demands 
of the nation have fallen below the jno- 
ductive ability of the people. The difficulty 
then comes in the fact that this same levei 
of production must be maintained if Jobs 
are to be provided for all workers. The en­ 
tire standard of living of the nation is 
geared to a certain production schedule. 
This level stipulates the amount of un­ 
employment and the average national in­ 
come. When production becomes out of bal- 
ance with demand, things begin happenint? 
in a somewhat drastic sequence. Produc- 


tion cuts mean unemployment, unemploy­ 
ment means less spending, less spending 
means less demand for products and less 
demand means less production. 
The difficulty is that the questionnaire 
by the Senate committee produced little in 
the way of an answ'er to the dilemma. What 
answers were forthcoming were of the same 
old .stock variety—tax cuts, labor legisla­ 
tion, public works, etc. Tlie.se things may 
have their place but surely intelligent busi­ 
nessmen are not ready to admit that the 
weak spots in the law of supply and demand 
are entirely of these surface deficiencies. 
Perhaps the answer lies in the exerci.se 
of greater control over the facets of our 
economy or perhaps in less control and 
more free competition. But the answer will 
not be found if reliance is placed on time- 
-WÜM1 ex-uuses which have been around for 
years without having any real effect. 


Words Instead Of Deeds 


Depressing as it may be, the United 
States must give thoughtful regard to the 
fourth failure of its Vanguard missile. The 
fcorc now stands, one success, five flops and 
quite a few precious months. 
Our bumbling progress mu.st 
not be 
viewed in contrast to a never failing series 
of Russian achievements. That is delusive 
because we only learn of Uussian succes.ses 
not of their abortive attempts, of which 
there certainly have been quite a number. 
Our failures are an open book. 
The real concern is a two-pronged one. 
Our successful achievements are consider­ 
ably behind Russia’s demonstrable ones, 
indicating that we are approximately two 
years bt'hind in the space race, Russia has 
proceeded from a successful 1,500-mile mis­ 


sile to a 5,0(X)-mile nii.ssile while we have 
yet to conquer the 1,500-niile problem. And 
Russia’s recent Sputnik dwarfs the best we 
can get up into the air. 
We then have the time lag to vex us. 
And we have another thing — complacency. 
When the first Sputnik appeared we rushed 
about to do big urgent things with educa­ 
tion and space technology. But most of that 
floated away on a wind of words. There 
has been no substantial follow through in 
education. And beyond a bulging budget we 
have learned to live in second place in the 
space comiuest. 
In view' of that one must conclude that 
the weakness of current national leader­ 
ship is the weakness of sending words in­ 
stead of deeds to do the big jobs. 


general's most bitter opposition, no doubt 
noticed that De Gaulle took something less 
than he had demanded in the vote on his 
election. They will undoubtedly try their 
best to upset him by urging other parties 
in the Assembly to give him less of what he 
wants on all fronts. 
★ 
The question might well become one of 
how much De Gaulle will settle for. It 
would be folly, of course, for the general 
to attempt to bring order back to his coun­ 
try in the same way in which dozens of 
premiers before him have failed. De Gaulle 
realizes that, for France, it is not just a 
question of another few months of operation 
under a new premier. 
De (iaiiUe realizes that there are basic 
issues which must be solved before order 
ran come to France. The most pre.ssing 
problem of the moment is the Algerian 
situation where the French military has 
assumed virtually complete control over 
civil authorities. 
At stake here is France’s hold on her 
empire as opposed to independence for Al­ 
geria. With the latter, 
are fears among many 
of the loss of all 
of 
North Africa. It is an 
issue 
which is of 
as 
much concern to the U..S. as to France. 
Another basic problem facing De Gaulle is 
the securing of .some stability to bis coun­ 
try’s government. With the divisions that 
exist in the Assembly and the lack of author­ 
ity 
in the 
premiership, there can be 
no 
real leadership for France. 
If De Gaulle fails, the resiilt.s could be 
disastrous and U.S. and British strength 
would be substantially weakened. It is well 
that President Eisenhower and Secretary of 
State I)ulle.s are attempting to formulate a 
new and constructive policy governing this 
country’s relations with France. Few re­ 
cent events have been of such im|)ortance 
as this.

WASHINGTON — One of 
the first moves President E i­ 
senhower will make toward 
the new government of On- 
eral De (iaulle is to invite 
him to Washington, once the 
French crisis has calmed.

Chalk Up An Error 


An adverse 15-to-13 vote within the House 
Interior Reclamation subcommittee t h i s 
week killed the chances for federal develop­ 
ment of Hells Canyon. 
It cleared the way for small hydroelectric 
use of the great resource by the Idaho Pow- 
«r Company. 
The Senate had previously decided in fa­ 
vor of large public development of this 
controversial development. 
In the long range, unemotional view this 
congress made a historic mistake. T h e 
country will not go down because of it. 
But it will be just a little less than il 
fhould have been. 
The deadly error in the Snake River 
project was m the assumption that it was a 
test between private enterprise and what 
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L I N C O L N 
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the administration calls creeping socialism. 
The real issue was that of developing totally 
a great national resource, or of discounting 
its full usefulness by turning it over to an 
interest which by its limited character could 
not do more than exploit a fraction of it. A 
favor to a private group does not fulfill the 
definition of favoring private enterprise. No 
doubt, the Idaho Power Company will make 
some economic gains in this case. But what 
of the greater number of potential private 
enterprises, electrical and otherwise, which 
would have taken root and flourished as 
the result of full development of the site? 
Few of them w'ill now ever be born. Private 
enterprise is a great complex resulting from 
human ingenuity and a favorable environ­ 
ment. It is as with the TV A. While it is a 
great public enterprise, it mothers an in­ 
finite amount of private enterprise.s. True, 
il sells electricity, but its great function 
has been and is the creation of an environ­ 
ment for private enterprise. It is the same 
with rural electrification. Only the REA ’s 
themselves are public agencies and they 
exist because the field at the outset was 
beyond the pale of private development. 
But the big benefits from rural electrifica­ 
tion have redounded to private enterprise 
and the private enterpriser.

The use fee 
resulted in the elimination 
of a 1 mill tax levy by Sani­ 
tary District 1 and a levy 
of „50 iniHs-by the city, a 
total reduction of 1.5 mills. 
Thus, the fee reduced real 
estate taxes $l„50 per $1,- 
000 of assessed valuation— 
a total reduction of about 
.$6 a year for the average 
taxpayer. On an average, 
therefore, the use fee is cost­ 
ing $1.92 more per year than 
former taxes 
für 
sewer 
service. However, $2.5 mil­ 
lion in sanitary sewer im­ 
provement bonds have al­ 
ready been issued and an­ 
other $1 
million 
issue is 
planned. The use fee will re­ 
main the same, despite these 
issues. This leaves the peo­ 
ple paying $2, more or less, 
a year for a vastly improved 
service. 
There is no legal 
date set for termination of 
the use fee and it would ap­ 
pear reasonable to assume 
that the fee viiU be with us 
for the rest of time.

For congressional em­ 
ployes now receiv ing $14,IKK) 
annually this could mean a 
lump sum payment of more 
than $500 if and when the bill

Both the Senate and t h e 
House hav e approv ed the ret 
roactiv ity prov ision. 
But the Senate v oted pay 
boosts of only 7H%. So. there 
will be a compromise some­ 
where between that f i g u r e 
and the House’s 10% unless 
the Senate accepts the House 
figure. 
President Eisenhower l a s t
